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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Office Action's asseiion 
that combining the references of Hwang and Aitken because Hwang discloses that TiN has the same work function as intrinsic polysnicon 
would necessarily be equivalent and could be substituted into one wafer fabrication process into another is not sufficient motivation to 
combine the references.
